The fully of thus exalting any human creature, who is 
not ene of the hest and most perfect of his species, to be 
a naine for systems containing perhaps millions upon millions 
of senticnt beings, every one of whom may be a demigod 
tu him, is absurd hesord measure, Even in duing 
honoor te the noblest. of mankind, the comparison is 
enough to hamhle us, bat then we cannot go farther than 
our own ideas of goodness and greatness; dad a fine mind 
that plays it’s part well in this state of being, and does 
what it can to contribute ty the harmony and beauty of 
hature, may partake, in it’s honours as well av it's thoughts, 
of what is beyond the earthly limits of it’s existence. 

Not to speculate however pon these great matters, it 
hasdong been felt by the thinking pert’ of the world, that

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE,’ 

Panis, Jax. 12.—The-army of Prince Schwartzeuburg 
has altempfed to carry Huvingen by assault. The enemy 
were repulsed. The Commandant of the place having 
caused the sluices to be opened, a great number of the 
besiegers were drowned. Since these events the enemy has 
converted the siege into a blockade.— The corps of troops 
besieging Befert having made several fruitless attempts 
against the town, wiich cost them very dear, have also 
changed the siege tnto a blockade.—According to the ge- 
neral plan of operations, the Duke of Belloho has passed 
the Vosges; be has fixed his head-quartess at Bacaro.— 
Ove columa of the co. my has advances towards Besancon, 
where it is engaged with Gen, Marulaz, Their light 
troops have spread themselves in all Mirections; 1200 men 
are gape to Geneva, &00 to Lans-le+Sauihier, and 600 to 
Dole. —The Prince of Moskwa has his headquarters at 
Nancy; Gen. Devignas occupying the defiles heforé Epi- 
nal. —-The enemy have followed the Duke of Belluno, but 
with cavalry only. A light dwision of 1500 of the ene- 
my’s cavalry had takes a pos:tion at Rambervillers, Gen; 
Biiche sent one of his brigades of cavalry.—Colonel Holl- 
mayer, of the 2d reguoent of ‘deagodns, turned the town 
on the 9th, and advanced on the rvad ‘of Epinal, while 
Gen, Montlegier marched directly to Rambervillers, and 
penetrated into the town. The enemy’s 1500 horse were 
broken every where. They atlempted tu rally at some 
distance, but were charged i@petuously, breken, and par- 

ued above two ivagues, leaving many dead on the field of 
battle. A Colonel and a Major of the Cossacks are among 
the killed, Sixty Cossacks were takew prisomers, Geb: 
Duhesme has fixed his head-quarters at St. Diez. Geh. 
Segar, commandmg a brigade of the Guards of Honour, 
profited of a: moment when a regiment of Cussacks, was 
embarrassed in (he defiles of Saverne; he attacked them, 
silled many, and made some prisoners. On the 9th.an al. 
vanced guard of the enemy's Silesian army, which has sur- 
rounded Mentz, advanced to Sarrelouis, into which they 
threw some shells, The garrison made a sally, and pur- 
sued the cnemy two leagues.—Tiie Duke of Ragusa has 
taken @ posiliow on the Sarre.—A squadron of the tfoops 
whieb are before, Befort advanced towards Langres,. aad 
oppesred before that town on the 9th. . The. national 
guard had resolved tu defend it. The enemy sent an officer 
w Withafleg of truce, to summon the town to surrender.

They carry away by force 
the corn, the cattle, cloth, linen, boards, in short every 
thing that can satisfy their wants or tempt their cupldity.— 
The Allies have taken possession of Louis-le-Saunicr in the 
name of tLe Emperor of Austria. His arms have been put 
up at the Prefecture and al the Salt-works. Oa the 5th 
the enemy pushed soine parties towards Bletteraus and 
Beaurepaire. Av express seat from Lomis, le-Saunier an- 
nounced their arrival al Louhane, and bespeke quarters 
for 4000 men. All at onee, at night full, these detach- 
ments fell back on the height of Montoign, where they 
placed cannon and posted themselves.  Luuis.le-Saunier 
has been evacuated. It seems that these measures have 
been taken in consequence of a dispatch directed to the 
Prefect of the Jura, in which the speedy arrivalof a corps 
of French troups was annovoced, which dispatch was inter- 
cepted by the enemy, On the Gih they, had left Loubans, 
The motions of the columos which-has penetrated lo Ge- 
neve are slow.
